THE PLACE OF MEETI3i«. 


The Carson Appeal of Thursday con- 


tains tha following: 


Taking into consideration the resolu- 


tion passed at the last State Convention 
designating the Capital of the Stats as 
the plaoo lor holding the State Conven- 
tions of tha future, it is a question 
whether the Central Committee at their 
meeting day before yesterday did not 
exceed their province in disregarding 
the same. There seems to have been a. 
diSerencs of opinion expressed in re- 
gard to the wording of the resolution, 
the opponents of Curson advocating 
that the resolution left it optional where 
the Convention should be held, while 
the members from Ormsby insisted that 
the question had been definitely set- 
tled. For the information of all con- 
cerned we give below an exact copy of 
the resolution, obtained from the min- 
uter of the Secretary who officiated: 
By W. W. Bishop of Eureka: 


Resolved, That hereafter, and until 


otherwise ordered by the Republican 
State Convention, the regular State 
Convention, bhall be held at Carson 
City. 


The portion of the Committee from 


Ormsby assure us that they were not 
anticipating any interference with the 
action of the last Convention in regard 
to this matter, feeling perfectly nt ease 
that the above resolution would pre- 
clude any change of the kind made, 
more particularly as the Central Co'rn- 
aiittee were chosen oy the same Con- 
vt-ntiou, and were supposed to respect 
Its ruling. Otherwise, they might have 
l>een prepared with a copy of the reso- 
lution, believing that a correct knowl- 
edge of it would have changed th« re- 
sult. 
We believe it would, but since 


we have been tripped up by a little 
sharp practice, and our pitcher broken 
in two, there is no use crying over the 
waste, and letting on that we care a— 
shoestring, but prick up our ears for 


• thenoxt encounter on the 4th of Sep- 
tember aud thereafter. There is, how- 
ever, one consolation after all, which 
should not be lost signt of, and that is 
that the delegates and attendants will 
have an opportunity of visiting aud in- 
specting the new Insane Asylum build- 
ing in their saue moments, the punci- 
nul claim put forth for holding the Con- 
•'entioii in Reno. 


I! it be true that the resolution re- 


ported above was adopted at the last 
State Convention 
then Bono relin- 


quishes all right to the coming Con- 
vention, and will consent that Carson 
shall bs the place of meeting. 


Had the resolution referred to been 


produced at the meeting of the State 
Central Committee Reno would not 
have asked for the Convention, but iii- 
asmuch as all that \,.is shown at the 
Committee meeting svas that at a meet- 
ing of a former Central Committee 
there was a "tacit understanding" that 
thereafter the Conventions should be 
held at the Capital, and as that Commit- 
tee had no right to*bind a subsequent 
one, the fight was made aud_won for 
Reno as the place of meeting for the 
Cony i lion of 1832, 


Ihd Convention of 1880 had tjje un- 


doubted right to declare where the Con- 
tention of 1832 should be held, and if 
it adopted the resolution heretofore re- 
"erred to, then and in that case the 
action of the State Central Committee 
in selecting Reno is without force or 
effect, aud the Convention must be held 
in Carson. 


STATE HEWS. 


/S.yiiojisi.-, ol the Arm) Appropriation 


Bill. 


The Army appropriation bill, as or- 


dered printed aud recommitted by ths 
House, provides for an aggregate appro- 
priation of $27,431,698, based upon es- 
timates aggregating $29,237,336, and is 
sn increase of $743,898 over the appro- 
priation of lust yewr.

A grand Fo»rlh of July excursion to 


San Francisco under the auspices of 
P. H. Mulchahy, is on tha tapis. 


It ia now positively asserted that the 


Eureka Con. mine has larger a^d richer 
bodies of ore than at any time previous 
for two years. 


The Carson Appeal says immense 


flocks of wild ducks of eyery description 
cau now be found in the vicinity of 
Walley's Springs, but it requires a good 
deal of walking to stir them up. Hunters 
who are not willing to travel through 
slippery aud slushy places for several 
miles cannot accomplish much up there. 


The Carson Index says the condition 


of Judge Hilljer remains equivocal, if 
not really mysterious. He is said to be 
at times much improved, and again he 
recedes into a state of depression in 
which both mind and body seem more 
or less to participate. 
The most posi- 


tive aud reliable assertions which have 
recently come nnder our hearing are to 
the effect that on the whole the Judge 
is improving. 


The Eureka Sentinel says J. P. Edoff, 


Esq., has shipped from Elko within the 
last month 96 car loads of barley to Cal- 
ifornia. 
As each car load is 8 tons it 


will be seen that the total shipment is 
768 tons. This is n rather singular 
course of trade, but it is accounted for 
by the fact that Elko county has fonnd 
but a poor market for the sale of grain 
this season in Eu'reka. 
The profit of 


the barley shipped to California is very 
small, but it is better to sell at any 
price than not to sell at all. 


Black foxes are very rare animals, 


but the Eureka Sentinel says that Su- 
perintendent Robinson of the Bay State 
mina, Newark, took a shot at one last 
Saturday which was cavorting around 
the road to Eureka. 
The leaden mes- 


senger made" old reynard bound six feet 
in the air, but when he regained his feet 
ha darted off like greased lightning, and 
was soon lost to view in the sage-brush. 
Mr. Robinson describes the animal as 
an exceedingly pretty one, and the first 
of the kind he has seen in this region. 


The Winnemucca Silver State says 


the weather is usually stormy for ihis or 
any other season of the year in t'lis por- 
tion of Nevada. Scarcely a day passes 
without more or less snow falling. The 
greater portion of this snow melts 
shortly after it falls, and the result is, 
very bad roads, slushy streets, and 
pools of water wherever there is a de- 
pressicn in the ground. The oldest in- 
habitants, including Dave Helarkey and 
Jerry Gramme, agree in saying that it is 
the worst Maich weather they ever saw 
on tha Hnmboldt. There is, according 
to all reports, more snow in the moun- 
tains than there has been before for 
years, and the only consolation people 
get is from the belief that water will be 
plentiful next Summer, and that grass 
and other crops will be abundant.

Caasidy'a Speech «• tb« C 


Bill. 


In the House yesterday, the Chinese 


bill being under discussion, Congress- 
man Cassidy admitted tht gravity of the 
question with which Congress was now 
confronted, and also admitted that it 
was a departure in legislation from the 
history and policy of the government, 
but if political pledges and the plat- 
forms of political conventions did not 
go for nothing the bill shonld paas 
unanimously, for the conventions of 
three 'parties, Democratic, Reoublican 
and Greenback, had declared that there 
should be no more Chinese immigra- 
tion. The people of- the Pacific Coast 
did not come to Congress pressing for 
relief because their section was overrun 
by Chinese, but because as American 
citizens carrying the alarm and sending 
it along the line to their brethren of the 
East that there was an evil in the coun- 
try, an invasion upon it, that was threat- 
ening to our civilization and free insti- 
tutions as an army with ironclad ships 
and fixed bayonets. They foresaw that 
if the immigration ot Chinese should 
continue unrestricted the scenes that 
had been enacted in California and Ore- 
gon and Nevrda, and which existed 
there to-day, would in a later time be 
witnessed in other sections of the coun- 
try. He argued that the bill was right 
under the Constitution, the law and the 
treaty. In reply to the objection that 
twenty years suspension was too long, 
he contended that the suspension com- 
ported with the dignity of the two na- 
tions. 
A less time could not be fixed 


and be within the limit of the "reason- 
able time'' contemplated by the treaty. 
The laborers whose immigration this 
bill is sought to prevent were all coolies, 
for in his experience he had never 
known of skilled Cninese labor coming 
to this country. Coolies come under 
contract as slaves, and upon their land- 
ing their servile contracts are enforced 
by the distinct tribunals of the Six 
Companies. They do not come here 
because they love liberty and hate op- 
pression. They como for sordid pur- 
poses and to better themselves pecuni- 
arily. In conclusion he dwelt upon the 
vico of the Chinese aud contended that 
their immigration would breed disease 
and disorder, and would tend to destroy 
the civilization of the country.

cars by means of an endless cable is to 
be experimented with by the Union line 
of this city. W. B. Reaney, an engi- 
neer, has been sent to Chicago, where a 
line of cars is run by this plan, to study 
the system and prepare plans for its ap- 
plication here. The experiment will be 
made on that s 3tion of the road lying 
between Twenty-third street and the 
East park. When the company h»s ar- 
rived at a point which they deem per- 
fection, the wires will be extended down 
Columbia avenue to Seventh and to 
Franklin streets and eventually all the 
tracks will be displaced entirely. It is 
thought that the experimental line will 
be finished by July next.—Philadelphia 
Times.
